G.S.R. 252(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (i) of section 124, read with Sub-section (i) 
of Section 132 of the Majos Ports Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Central Government hereby approves the Madras Port 
Trust Employees’ (Classification, Control and Appeal) Amendment Regulation, 2000 made by the Board of Trustees for 
the Port of and set out in the Schedule annexed to this notification. 

2 . The said regulations shall come into force on the date of publication of this notification in the Official 

Gazette. 

SCHEDULE 
Chennai Port Trust 

In exercise of the powers conferred under section 28 of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the 
Madras Port Trust Board hereby makes the following amendment regulations: 

1. Short Title: 

These Regulations' shall be called the Madras Port Trust Employees’ (Classification, Control and Appeal) 
(Amendment) Regulations. 

2. These Regulations shall come into force from the date of publication of the regulations in the official Gazette. 

3. In the Madras Port Trust Employees’ (Classification, Control and Appeal) Regulation, 1988, the following 
amendments shall be made : 

(i) The Regulation 12(7) of the aforesaid regulations shall be substituted as under:— 

“The employee shall appear in person before the inquiring authority on such day and at such time within ten 
working days from the date of receipt by the inquiring authority of the articles of charge and the statement of the 
imputations of misconduct or misbehaviour, as the inquiring authority may by notice in writing, specify, in this 
behalf, or within such further time, not exceeding ten days, as the inquiring authority may allow'. ” 

(ii) In Regulation 20 in clause (iv) the words "step-in-aid or" shall be substituted by the words "step-in-aid of' 

(iii) the Proviso (ii) under clause (c) (ii) in sub-Regulations (2) of regulations (26) shall be substituted as 
under: 

"If the enchanced penalty which the appellate authority proposes to impose is one of the penalties specified in 
clauses (v) to (ix) of regulations 8 and an inquiry under Regulation 12 has already been held in the case, the 
appellate authority shall make such orders as it may deem fit after the appellant has been given a reasonable 
opportunity of making a representation against the proposed penalty, and"
